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PREFACE 

In 1963 there appeared in the genealogical section of the 
Jackson Daily News a request for information on Lemuel G. Snelgrove of 
Clarke County, Mississippi. The request reached me in a roundabout 
way: Mrs. F. M. Featherston of Jackson, Mississippi, clipped the query 
and gave it to her husband to hand to my brother, Edwin Dewitt Snell- 
grove. When Edwin gave the clipping to me. I fully intended to get the 
desired information from oye grandfather's family Bible, send it to the 


party who wanted to know something about Lemuel Snelgrove, and let the 


‘matter end. But that was not to be the case. 


After I sent what information I found on Lemuel G. Snelgrove, 
his wife, and children, to the address indicated in the clipping, I 
received a most cordial letter from Waymon B. Snelgrove of New Caney, 
Texas, a great-grandson of Lemuel. Waymon's interest in his Mississippi 
relatives was so great that I began to seek further knowledge of our 
mutual great-grandfather and his family. My work was made easier by 
the fact that there had always been the rumor among the Mississippi 
Snelgroves that their sneeseue came from South Carolina and that the 
earliest American Snelgrove came from England. But how did the Snel- 
groves get to Mississippi? 

‘Within a short while, I discovered in the published 1816 and 
1830 census for Mississippi a Henry Snelgrove of Greene County. But try 
as hard as I could, I was not able to link Lemuel Gregory Snelgrove of 
Clarke County, Mississippi, to Henry Snelgrove of Greene County, Mis- 


sissippi. Then, one Sunday, at the home of my mother in Meridian, 


eee. 
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Mississippi, I was looking through an old trunk in a storage house, and 
I discovered three pages from an old writing tablet ~~ such as the ones 
I used in elementary school. These three pages of penciled writing pro- 
vided the link: My grandfather, Alfred Gregory Snelgrove, affirmed that 
his grandfather, Henry Snelgrove, came to Greene County, Mississippi, 
from South Carolina, and that his grandmother's name was Mary McFarland 
before her marriage. He listed the names of Henry's and Mary's children 
as Henry, John, Alfred, Leroy, Lemuel, Levi, Theana, Naomi, and Willery. 
After learning the names of Henry's children, I next attempted 
to seek them out. Willery was not too hard to trace, because I had al- 
ways known that there had been a Willery Snelgrove Gunn; and a telephone 
conversation with Willery Gunn's great-granddaughter, Mrs. William 
Smylie, Sr., of Meridian, Mississippi, positively identified her. Then 
I began to work with the unpublished Mississippi census returns for 
1840, 1850, 1860, 1870, and 1880, microfilm copies of which are avail- 
able in the Mitchell Memorial Library at Mississippi State University. 
I also checked the Alabama census returns for the same years. After 
months and months and months of cranking the wheel of the microfilm 
reader and straining my eyes, I found listed most of the children of 
Henry Snelgrove, five of whom lived in Clarke County, Mississippi, at 
one time or another. I then discussed my findings with my mother, 
Laura Sinclair Snellgrove, who was able to throw considerable light 
on questions I posed, because she had been a good listener to my grand- 
father, Alfred, when he wanted to discuss members of his family. But 
I still did not know how Henry Snelgrove got to Mississippi. 


For some time I have known that several Snelgroves are listed

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in Who's Who in America. 1 finally decided to write Mr. C. P. Snelgrove, 
librarian at Tennessee Polytechnic University, who was born and reared 
in South Carolina. I received from him a very cordial letter, includ- 
ing a xeroxed copy of an article which a Mr. Lee R. Gandee had written 
for the Lexington, S. C., Daily Dispatch on "The Pioneer Snellgroves." 
Two Henry Snelgroves were mentioned in the article -- a Henry, Sr., and 
a Henry, Jr. I naturally began to wonder if the Henry, Jr. could pos- 
sibly be the Henry for whom I was searching. Finally, with epneidevabls 
trepidation, I wrote the editor of the Daily Dispatch to see if I could 
possibly contact Mr. Gandee, and the editor of that journal obligingly 
sent me Mr. Gandee's address. 

When I wrote Professor Gandee of Lenoir-Rhyne College, I 
hardly expected the gracious reply I received. He told me that he 
suspected that the Mississippi Henry Snelgrove was the son of the South 
Carolina Henry, but that he was going to Lexington, South Carolina, 
within a month and would do further checking. The first part of my 
study is made up of those findings of Professor Gandee, and I shall be 
eternally grateful to him for this and subsequent kindnesses. Most of 
the census figures for the Georgia and Alabama Snelgroves have been 
furnished by Mr. Frank Bradley of New York City and Dr. L. Don Snell- 
grove of Greenville, Alabama, and I want to thank them for sharing their 
research with me. 

Among those others whom I should like to thank for giving 
help to a neophyte genealogist are Professor Glover Moore of the Depart- 
ment of History at Mississippi State University who initiated me, a 


medievalist, in American genealogical techniques, but whe would never 


sere 
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go as far as a medievalist in making some of the assumptions I have 
made; the probate judge of Baldwin County, Alabama, who provided me 
with a photostat copy of Henry's will; a most gracious young woman 
(whose name I do not know) in the office of the Chancery Clerk of 
Clarke County, Mississippi; Mrs. William Smylie, Sr., of Meridian, 
Mississippi, whom I badgered with questions one Sunday afternoon; and 
all of those faculty members and students at Mississippi State Uni- 
versity whom I may have prevented from using the microfilm readers 
while I was going through roll after roll of microfilm. Finally, I 
should like to thank my late father, Edwin Doty Snellgrove, my mother, 
Laura Sinclair Snellgrove, and my late uncle, Olin Carman eee 


who helped in one way or another to make possible this little study.

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THE PIONEER SNELGROVES OF MISSISSIPPI 

Henry Snelgrove, son of John Snelgrove of Eversett, County 
Dorset, England, arrived in Virginia in June 1684 to serve an indenture 
of four years.! By February 5, 1693, Henry was married, for he and his 
wife served as witnesses at a court held at Westover, Charles City 
County, Virginia, on that day. No other facts have been gleaned on 
this first American Snelgrove, but he apparently died at the end of 
1720 or the beginning of 1721, for an inventory of his goods was taken 
in Surry County, Virginia, on February 24, 1721. The general tone of 
the inventory is that Henry was a rather poor man, that he was quite 
old at the time of his death, and that he had been living alone for 
some time. The total estate amounted to eight pounds and nine shillings.? 

There is every reason to believe that Freeman Snelgrove who 


settled in Amelia Township, Berkeley County, South Carolina somewhere 


around 1735 was the son of Henry Snelgrove of Virginia. Henry is the 
only known Snelgrove to have been in America prior to Freeman, and re- 
search on the 1790 census for the colonies brought to light no Snel- 
groves other than the South Carolina ones. Further, it is known that 


many of the first inhabitants of Amelia Township, South Car@lina, came

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from Surry and other southern Virginia counties. And finally, Freeman 
named one of his sons Henry and one John, which would probably mean 
that he had his father and grandfather in mind when he named them. 

The Mississippi Snelgroves trace their origin to Freeman 
Snelgrove who settled in Amelia Township of Berkeley County (modern 
Calhoun County), South Carolina around 1735-4 On June 10, 1736, Free- 
man was granted two hundred acres of land and a town lot in Amelia 
(modern St. Matthews) .? Amelia, Saxe Gotha, and Orangeburg -- less 
than a hundred miles from Charleston -- had just been established. 
There were no roads -- not even horsepaths -- and the Indians were 
menacing. The colonists were “uneasy and dissatisfied" at first and 
on several occasions petitioned the royal governor to give them pro- 
tection and roads.° Although the names are not known, there can be 
little doubt that Freeman Snelgrove was one of the petitioners. 

If Freeman Snelgrove were not already jevied when he ~ 


arrived in South Carolina, he must have done so shortly thereafter,

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for by 1740 he and his wife (whose name is unknown) had at least four 

children -- one daughter and three sons. The daughter, who is known 

only by the initial 'N," was married to a certain John Sullivan. The 

sons were John, Henry, and Edward Preenane Edward Freeman, apparently 

the youngest son, was christened by the Reverend John Giessendanner in 

the Orangeburg Episcopal Church on April 25, 1740, with Peter Horger, 

Johannes Wettstein, and Anna Wettstein serving as sponsors.® At some 

time during the next elevan years, Freeman's first wife died, for on 

September 26, 1751, he was married by Giessendanmner to a widow, Ann 

Jenkins, in the same church in which Edward Freeman had been christened.

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lapse of time, a further grant of 250 acres was made to him on July 2, 
1787, 10 
According to Professor Lee R. Gandee, who has done consid- 
erable research on the South Carolina Snelgroves, “a study of the plats 
shows that Henry's 1765 grant for one hundred acres was on Camping 
Creek, and that the grant of 250 acres adjoined it upstream and on two 
sides. The creek flowed diagonally through the tracts, of which the 
smaller, a square, was in the elbow of the larger tract, which was L- 
shaped. The 1787 grant of 250 acres lay on Bear Creek, and later Henry 
acquired by trade or purchase a part of the Freeman Enelprove 287 
acres on the river. At the time of Henry's death, he was living on the 
‘Bear Creek tract, fhen measuring 530 acres, and he owned 250 acres on 
the river. "!1

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that after her death it would be divided among her own children, except 
Pigeons Henry, Jr., Susannah, Mary, and Rebecca were to receive five 
shillings each as their full share, as was Elizabeth Gregory. In expla- 
nation for this seeming favoritism, writes Professor Gandee, "it was 
later alleged that the first children had all been given a fair amount 
already and that Elizabeth Gregory had been given two cows and calves 
worth twenty-five dollars. In addition, Elizabeth and her husband had 
been allowed to settle on part of the home place where they had cleared 
thirteen acres of land, re it for nine or ten years, ‘wore it out,' 
and 'dammified' the estate to the extent of about fifty-six dollars, "14 
Prior to his father's death on January 8, 1799, Henry Snel- 
grove, Jr. had Aieeady left home.!> The mere fact that Henry's father 
slighted in his will the children by his first wife might indicate 
that there had always been some friction between Honour and her step~- 
children. But whatever the case, by 1795, Henry Snelgrove, Jr. was 
already living in that part of the Spanish Territory which was soon to 


become Washington County of the Mississippi Territory -- a county which

On arriving in the Spanish Territory, Henry Snelgrove lived 
among the Choctaw Indians. But somewhere in or around 1795, he went 
into a partnership arrangement with a certain Jesse Bryant, for in 
December of that year they took over 573 acres of land between the 
western bank of the Tombigbee and Smith Creek which a Francis Boykin 
had relinquished. Bryant and Snelgrove built dwellings, "inhabited 
and cultivated" the land, and became "heads of families" -- a term 
which would indicate that they had wives.2/ 
The partnership between Bryant and Snelgrove lasted from 
1795 until 1800. There is no indication as to why the two men decided 
- to go their separate ways, but on September 19, 1800, Bryant turned 
over his part of the joint property to Snelgrove. Almost three years 
later, on June 14, 1803, Snelgrove conveyed the whole property to 
James Caller, who already was gaining considerable renown in Washington 
County. In view of the fact that by 1805 Henry Snelgrove owned land in 
that part of Washington County, which was to become Greene County, Mis- 
sissippi, it is entirely possible that he had already moved westward 


by 1803 or had decided to do dene?

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There can be little doubt that Henry Snelgrove's pioneer 
heart was every bit as stout as that of his grandfather, Freeman. 
Like Freeman, Henry helped to push civilization into a previously un- 
settled area. The countryside was "an unvaried wilderness of pine 
barrens." There were few white settlers, but there were plenty of 
Indians who no doubt harrassed the Whites from time to time. At first 
there was no law, and there were neither churches nor schools. It 
thus stands to reason that most of the children of the settlers -- 
including those of Henry Sasiwtaus -~- grew up with little religion 
and education. !9 

With the creation of the Mississippi Territory, there were 
innumerable problems concerning land claims. Some of the settlers 
prior to 1798 held their lands from the French, the English, the 
Spanish; some, from Georgia; and others, simply from settling on the 
land and claiming it. Jesse Bryant and Henry Snelgrove held their 
tract along the Tombigbee River by "occupancy" rights. Later when 
Henry Snelgrove disposed of this land to James Caller, the rights 
were questioned. After several hearings, however, the land commis- 
sioners decided in favor of Caller and ordered "that a certificate be 


granted to him accordingly."29

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In addition to problems with land claims, the inhabitants of 
Washington County were concerned with the government's policy of charg- 
ing new settlers two dollars per acre for unoccupied lands. In 1803, 
Henry Snelgrove was one of the signers of a memorial to Congress re- 
questing that new settlers be allowed to come into the territory and 
“homestead.'’ Indeed, the memorialists believed that "such an induce- 
ment could not fail to procure a rapid increase of population." The 
memorialists further pointed out that if the government continued to 
charge immigrants for the land, the latter would move on to Spanish 
lands, where they could find more favorable terms. By 1809, however, 
the problem of new settlers had not been mitigated, and Henry Snel- 


grove's name again appeared on a petition to Congress, requesting a 


more lenient policy.*! 


According to Alfred Gregory Snelgrove, his grandfather Henry 
was married to a Mary McFarland, possibly the daughter or sister of a 
John McFarland whose name appeared on a petition with that of Henry 
Snelgrove in 1809.22 In view of the rather great span in ages between 
Henry's younger and older children, it may well be that Mary was the 
second wife.?? But in listing his uncles and aunts, Alfred Gregory 


gave no indication that they were not by the same mother. He merely

children were named after relatives in South Carolina and some after 
Henry's friends and neighbors. Among the latter were Lemuel and Leroy, 
named, no doubt, for Lemuel Henry and Edwin Leroy, prominent men of the 
old Washington County of the Mississippi Territory. 
Even though Henry Snelgrove held over seven hundred acres of 
land in Greene County, Mississippi (created out of the old Washington 
County of the Mississippi Territory) at the time of his death, the 
fact that he owned only three slaves in 1830 would seem to indicate

that he farmed on a rather small scale. 
erably better off than he had been some years earlier. In 1811, when 
he was back in South Carolina to contest his brother's taking over the 
family inheritance, he is reputed to have made the statement to his 
half-brother William that since William was rich and he was poor, Wil- 
liam ought to give him something from their father's estate.*’ Evi- 


dently Henry made good use of the small amount he received in the 


settlement of the estate, for he was no poor man when he died in 1842.28

By 1830, Henry's wife, Mary, had died, and three of his sons 
and all three of his daughters had left home.” Living with him at 
the time were his sons -- Leroy, Lemuel, and Levi -- and three slaves -- 
one male and two females. Henry claimed to be over sixty, but he was 
probably somewhat younger, because in 1840 he gave his age as between 
sixty and seventy. 20 During this period of widowhood, Henry's two 
female slaves evidently looked after him and his sons, but it is no 
doubt true that his daughter, Willery, who was married ie John Gunn 
and who lived in the neighborhood, looked in on her father and brothers 
from time to time.?! 

There is every reason to believe that a crisis developed in 
the Snelgrove family in the late 1830's. On September 26, 1835, Henry 
H. Snelgrove was married to an Axcy Burgess (given as E. K. Burgess in 
the record) in Washington County, Alabama, which is just across the 
border from Greene County, Mississippi. There can be absolutely no 
doubt that the elder children did not approve of this marriage. In 
the first place, the family split up. Every one of the identifiable 
Snelgroves left Greene County. Willery, Leroy, and Lemuel went to 


Clarke County, Mississippi; Theana (?) moved to Washington County, 


Alabama; and Henry took his youngest son, Levi, and his new wife to

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Baldwin County, Alabama. But the most conclusive evidence that 
Henry's older children objected to the marriage is the fact that 
Henry's grandson, Alfred, in listing his uncles and aunts simply 
omitted the name of his half-uncle, William G., the son of Henry and 
Axcy. Even so, Henry had the last word: in his will he named only 
his two youngest sons as his heirs. 24 

It is uncertain what caused Henry Snelgrove to leave Greene 
County, Mississippi. He had been a resident of that county for nearly 
forty years; and, as has been indicated, he owmed over seven hundred 
acres of land in that county. Could it be that by his marriage to a 
woman younger than several of his own children he lost face among his 
neighbors? Whatever the cause, it is not difficult to determine why 
he went to Baldwin County, Alabama. Some of the friends of his old 
pioneer days lived there. Among these was Jesse Stedham whose name 
appeared near that of Henry on petitions during the early 1800's and 
who was present when Henry made his oral will in 1842. Then, too, 
Jesse's father came from the same district in South Carolina whence 
Henry came. 33 

The only information about Henry's life in Baldwin County may 
be gained from the 1840 census, from his will, and from the probation 


of his estate. In 1840, his household consisted of himself, his wife,

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Axcy, his son Levi, his young son, William G. who was under five years 
of age, and two females under five. Since these females were not men- 
tioned in Henry's will, it is uncertain whether they were his children 
by Axcy or whether they were Axcy's children by a previous marriage. 
To help wait on the family, there was one Negro girl, Ann. 34 

In slightly less than six years after Henry's marriage to 
Axcy, he died on August 12, 1842. Thirteen days before his death, 
Henry had Samuel B. Nolley, Edward D. Nolley, and Jesse Stedham sum- 
moned to his bedside to hear his oral will. It read as follows: 

My will is that I give and bequeath to my beloved 

sons Levy Snelgrove and William G. Snelgrove one 

negro Girl named Ann, My tract of land in Greene 

County, Mississippi, containing seven hundred and 

ten acres be the same more or less and all the 

moneys outstanding and uncollected now due me to 

be equally divided between them and to their heirs 

forever. 
Those who heard the will certified that it was made August 12, 1842, 
and that it was committed to writing on Monday, August 15. On Octé- 
ber 7, 1842, Judge P. C. Byrne of the Chancery Court of Baldwin County

ried out by C. W. Wilkins, clerk, on November 26, 1842.3? 

The probation of Henry Snelgrove's will took considerable 
time and effort. Edward D. Nolley, the administrator, spent over two 
years in collecting "the moneys outstanding and uncollected" due Henry 
and in paying off the few debts which were unpaid when Henry died. An 
interesting item was John Blake's bill of five dollars for making 
Henry's eoftin: The most sizeable debt owed Henry was that of Joseph 
Loper of Washington County, Alabama, for $1,222.81. In the final 
computation, Henry's estate, exclusive of his real estate, came to 
$1,317.23. After Henry's bills were paid, and after the administrator's 
fees were collected, the “amt Due the Estate of Snellgrove" was $417.55. 
The settlement was "Examined Audited Allowed and ordered for record 
June 15th 1844" by Judge Byrne. 2° 

The fact that Joseph Loper owed Henry money at the time of 
the latter's death is worthy of some comment. Both had lived as 
neighbors in Greene County, Mississippi, for many years before moving 
to Alabama -- Henry to Baldwin County and Joseph to Washington County. 
And although the loaning of money does not necessarily mean that the 


two men were close frieuds, the fact that after his father's death Levi 


Snelgrove chose Joseph Loper as his legal agent for a while would seem

It was to the family of John Fleming, whose farm was located 
next to that of Leroy Snelgrove, that Lemuel Snelgrove had gone for a 
wife. In view of the fact that the first of their seven children was 
born in 1845, it is logical to assume that Lemuel and Margaret Fleming 
were married in the early 1840's. Lemuel was probably around twenty- 
three years of age and Margaret nineteen at the time. When they ap- 
peared in the 1850 census, Lemuel and Margaret were the parents of three 
daughters and were occupying the position in the census which had pre- 


viously been held by Leroy Snelgrove -- a position which would seem to 


indicate that Lemuel had probably “bought his brother out."  _ 
It has been discovered that Leroy and his wife, Elizabeth, moved to Livingston 
Parish, Louisiana, and are listed in the 1860 census for that parish. Evident- 


ly the Snelgroves of the 1870 and 1880 censuses for Livingston Parish were the 


children of Leroy. All of them claimed that their father was born in Mississippi, 


an indication that they were descended from Henry Snelgrove of Greene County. 424 


After his father’s death, Levi Snelgrove seems to have moved 
around in three south Alabama counties: Baldwin, Mobile, and Washing- 


ton.

It is uncertain just when Alfred Snelgrove arrived in Clarke 
County, Mississippi. The Snelgrove estate papers show that in the 
1840's he was living in pecnevcees County, Alabama, for during this 
time Levi appointed his brother, Alfred, his attorney. Alfred first 
appeared in the Clarke County, Mississippi, census in 1860 as being 
fifty-four years of age and his wife, E. J., as being forty-eight. 
There are no indications that Alfred and his wife ever had any children 
of their own, but in 1860 they had two Morgan boys living with them. 
Somewhere between 1860 and 1880, Alfred died, for his wife E. J. is 
listed in the latter census as being a widow of sixty-eight. She was 
living alone near the Snelgroves, Gunns, and Flemings, and under the 
heading of "occupation" the census taker had written "old age."9 
Other than Levi, the two Clarke County Snelgroves about whom 


the most information is available are Willery Snelgrove Gunn and Lemel

left Clarke County for Alabama somewhere between 1850 and 1860, by 
1870 Willery and her eldest son, Henry Sabird, had returned to their 
former home.

Nearby was 
living her son, Henry, with his family, which at the time consisted of 
his wife, Margaret, and the following children: William A. (16), 
Alexander (15), Sohn F. (13), Henry S. Jr. (9), Willery H. (13), Mat- 
tie M. (5), Norman (3), and George W. (1).

During the probation of Henry's will, Axcy Snelgrove collected 
fifty dollars a year from the estate for the upkeep of her young son, 
William G. Snelgrove. Also during the same period, Axcy put aside her 
widowhood and was married to a James Coats (Coates). Whether or not 
she, her husband, and family remained in Baldwin County has not yet 
been determined. The 1850 census for Baldwin County carried neither

the names of her or her husband nor that of William G. Snelgrove. 


A search of the census for Mississippi and Alabama never brought Henry's 
son John to light. It has been determined, however, that his son, Henry, spent 
the early part ef his married life in Alabama and returned to Mississippi in the 
1870's.

Electric Mills, Mississippi, who led him to her uncle, Green Berry Snellgrove, 
a grandson of Henry Snelgrove's son, Henry, who established the identity of 
the latter Henry, and who remembered a number of interesting stories about his 
family. Green Berry, who was in his eighties (September 2, 1968), had seen 
his grandfather's grave in Black Creek Cemetery near Oloh, Lamar County, Mis- 
sissippi. The John N. Snellgrove in Appendix C was definitely a grandson of 
the first Mississippi Henry Snelgrove.

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APPENDIX B 
THE FAMILY OF WILLIAM BLANKENSHIP 

In 1830, Womack Blankenship, a Revolutionary War veteran, 
was living in Greene County, Mississippi. He and his wife are listed 
in the census for that year as being over sixty years of age. Living 
in the house with them was a son, William, who was between the ages of 
twenty and forty, William's wife (between ten and twenty), and a son 
under ten. By 1840, the elder Blankenships had died, and the son and 
his family had left Greene County. 

The 1840 census for Washington County, Alabama, shows that 
William had moved to that county, but by 1850 he had moved his family 
back to Greene County, Mississippi. In that year, William's wife is 
first listed by a "nickname," Thany. In the 1860 census, Thany'’s name 
is given as Thana, which may or may not have been the correst spelling. 

According to Alfred G. Snelgrove, Henry Snelgrove's grandson, 
one of Henry's daughters was named Theana. In view of the fact that 
the Blankenships and Snelgroves were neighbors in Greene County, there 
is some reason to believe that Thana Blankenship was a Snelgrove be- 
fore her marriage. Thana could very easily be a variation in the 
spelling of Theana. On the other hand, it is entirely possible that 
Alfred Snelgrove did not know how to spell his aunt's name. 

There is also other evidence. The pattern of movement of the 
Blankenships was similar to that of the Snelgroves. In the 1830's they 
left Greene County. In the 1840's (Henry died in 1842) the Blanken- 
ships returned to that county. But it will take further research be- 


fore the supposition becomes a fact. 
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APPENDIX C 
JOHN NICHOLS SNELLGROVE 

At the present time, the author has not been able to identify 
a John Nichols Snellgrove who was born in Alabama on December 23, 1853, 
and died at State Line, Mississippi, on December 29, 1936. In the 1880 
Census, John claimed that he was born in Alabama and his father and 
mother were born in Mississippi. If this claim is true, then John's 
father would have had to be one of the sons of Henry Snelgrove, for 
there were no other Snelgroves in Mississippi at that time. And since 
the children of Lemuel and Levi are known, John would have had to be 
the son of either Henry, John, Leroy, or Alfred, or their half-brother, 
William G. 

One of John's grandchildren, Mrs. Mildred Snellgrove Webb, of 
State Line is of the opinion that John's father's name was John P. 
Snellgrove, but her brother, Herman, and her cousin, Thomas, were un- 
familiar with this idea. In fact, Thomas, who lived with his grand- 
father for some years, stated that his grandfather never mentioned his 
family. 

Whatever his background, John Nichols Snelgrove settled in 
Greene County, Mississippi, in the late 1870's. He was married to a 
Mary Davis, the daughter of Edward W. Davis (Born August 26, 1810; 
died October 31, 1891) de Mary C. Davis (Born August 29, 1817; died 
June 5, 1893). John and Mary had three sons: Byson Decalve, Edward 
Davis, and Dennis Payne. The children of these sons are as follows: 
Byson ~-- Herman and Mildred; Edward -- Thomas, Georgie, and Eva; and 


Dennis -- Myrtle and John D.
